THE DAY'S TESTIMONY. 


New York, Nov. 24.—John D. Rocke- 


feller's long and trying ordeal on the 
witness stand may end today. It is 
nearly a week since the president of 
the Standard Oil company voluntari- 
ly went onthe stand as a witness for 
the defense In the government's suit 
to dissolve the corporation. For two 
days his task was comparatively easy 
and apparently not an unpleasant one. 
Under the 
kindly guidance of his 


counsel, Mr. Rockefeller told in an en- 
tertaining manner his story of the 
early history of his company, of the 
struggles by which many obstacles 
were overcome and its later amazing 
growth and prosperity. 
Then came 


the cross-examiner, Frank B. Kellogg, 
and with him came a change in the 
demeanor of the witness. 


Mr. Kellogg has been engaged al- 


most constantly for more than a year 
on the present suit, and his familiar- 
ity with many details of the great 
business has been known to be equal 
almost to that of Mr. Rockefeller.

tions, Mr. Rockefeller has handled 
himself -with the most extreme cau- 
tion, and when in doubt as to whether 
he should answer a question, invaria- 
bly has awaited the advice of his 
counsel before making reply.

The official re- 
sult for the first, or top electors on the 
ticket, gives William T. Durbin 348,- 
993 votes and Adam Heimberger 338,- 
262.

for the second men on the electoral 
list there is a difference In favor of 
Durbin over 
his 
fellow republican 


elector of 4.795, and between Heim- 
berger and J. W. Spencer, the second 
named democratic elector, a difference 
of 3,579 votes. Fred C. Gardner, the 
second republican elector, polled a 
vote of 344,198. Spencer, the second

votes. 


The difference between the first 


elector and the electors following him 
on the ballot Is always about 1 per 
cent, of the total vote.

among the electors, which may make 
a slight difference between the second 
elector and the electors succeeding 
him on the ballot.

buildings and the public library. As 
rapidly as the business develops addi- 
tional commercial lines will be added 
and the city more thoroughly cov- 
ered. 


The matter of rates to be charged 


by the city for commercial lighting is 
now being considered by the board of 
public works, and a decision may be 
arrived at today. It is expected that 
the rates will be from 20 to 25 per 
cent 
below the lOc 
kilowatt hour 


charged by tho present lighting com- 
pany for the services. 
It is proposed 


to place a competent man in charge 
of the lighting division of city affairs 
and the contracts and collections will 
probably be merged with the water- 
works office at the city hall. 
Sup- 


plies for the extension of the com- 
mercial lines have already been pur- 
chased, and when the lines are ex- 
tended from the South Wayne school 
to the No. 3 waterworks pumping sta- 
tion tho city government will be us- 
ing its own current exclusively. It is 
then estimated that from $400 to $700 
per month of saving in cash now paid 
the old company for electric current 
will enable the city plant to increase 
its present thlrteen-hour service to an 
all-day service.

company's Omaha office. In 1888 he 
•went to the Lake Erie and Western 
as chief clerk In the passenger depart- 
ment. He was soon promoted to the 


sistant general passenger agent of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern. 
Early In the year 1905 Mr. Daly was 
made passenger traffic manager of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern, 
the Michigan Central and the Lake 
Brie and Western. His unusual abil- 
ity was at this time recognized, and 
In the latter part of 1905 he was made 
passenger traffic manager of the New 
York Central lines east of Buffalo, his 
jurisdiction, extending over the Boston 
and Albany and the West Shoro.
